SUBJECT: AMBASSADOR'S INTERVIEW WITH MAARIV COLUMNIST 

1 . MAARIV COLUMNIST INGE DEUTSCHKRON INTERVIEWED AMBASSADOR 
AND MRS. TOON MARCH 9 AS PART OF FEATURE SERIES ON AMBASSADORS 
IN ISRAEL. CONVERSATION DURING INTERVIEW VEERED AT TIMES TO 
THE POLITICAL SITUATION, AND DEUTSCHKRON WROTE A NEWS STORY 
FOR MAARIV - VIOLATING THE AGREED PURPOSE OF INTERVIEW. 

2. FOLLOWING TEXT OF MAARIV ARTICLE IS ESSENTIALLY ACCURATE 
REFLECTION OF AMBASSADOR'S REMARKS EXCEPT THAT HIS RATIONALE 
FOR ARMS SUPPLY TO EGYPT, WHICH PARALLELED CLOSELY OFFICIAL 
STATEMENTS ALREADY MADE IN WASHINGTON, EMERGES WITH SOME SLIGHT 
DISTORTION: 

3. "WE MUST SEE TO IT THAT PRESIDENT SADAT REMAINS IN POWER," 
AMBASSADOR MALCOLM TOON SAID YESTERDAY IN AN INTERVIEW WITH 
MAARIV. HE EXPLAINED THAT THIS IS THE MAJOR REASON FOR THE 
SUPPLY OF MILITARY EQUIPMENT TO EGYPT. IN AMBASSADOR TOON S 
VIEW, THIS POLICY IS ENTIRELY CONCORDANT WITH ISRAEL S 
INTERESTS. YOU HAVE TO UNDERSTAND THAT ANY ALTERNATIVE TO 
SADAT IS FAR MORE SOMBER. THE ONLY WAY TO GO ON MAINTAINING 
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INFLUENCE IN EGYPT IS BY THE DELIVERY OF ARMS,' HE SAID. 
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THE AMBASSADOR IS NOT AT ALL HAPPY ABOUT THAT, 'BUT THERE 
IS NOTHING ELSE WE CAN DO.' 

4. ' AMBASSADOR TOON SAID THE UNITED STATES WILL MODERATELY' 
SUPPLY EGYPT WITH ARMS WHICH THE SOVIET UNION IS UNWILLING 
TO SELL HER. HE STRESSED: THIS PLAN IS IN OUR NATIONAL 
INTEREST, AND WE BELIEVE IT IS IN YOUR NATIONAL INTEREST AS 
WELL.’ 

5. "AMBASSADOR TOON FRANKLY ADMITTED EXISTENCE OF DISAGREE- 
MENT WITH THE ISRAELI LEADERSHIP OVER 'OUR POLITICAL INTERESTS,' 
BUT THAT DOES NOT IMPLY THE U.S. WILL WEAKEN HER COMMITMENTS 
TO ISRAEL'S SURVIVAL. 'WE SIMPLY HAVE A DIFFERENT VIEW OF 

THE WAY THIS SHOULD BE CARRIED OUT,' SAID THE AMBASSADOR. 

6. "FROM THE AMBASSADOR'S WORDS ONE COULD ASSUME THAT THE US 
DOES NOT INTEND TO RETURN TO ISOLATIONISM. WE ARE JUST GOING 
TO BE MORE CAUTIOUS IN MATTERS PERTAINING TO FOREIGN AID AND 
OUR ECONOMIC INVOLVEMENT.' 

7. "THIS FACT SHOULD BE ACCEPTED AT ITS FACE VALUE. SURELY IT 
IS NOT FOR ISRAEL TO TRY AND INFLUENCE OUR POLICY, 1 THE 
AMBASSADOR WARNED AND ADDED: FRANKLY, I SOMETIMES GET THE 
IMPRESSION THAT OUR EFFORTS TO SEE YOUR POINT OF VIEW ARE 
GREATER THAN YOUR WILLINGNESS TO UNDERSTAND OURS.' 

8. "REFERRING TO THE CRITICAL STAND OF THE ISRAELI PRESS 
TO HIS PUBLIC STATEMENTS IN THE PAST - QUITE SIMILAR TO 
THOSE HE MADE IN THIS INTERVIEW - AMBASSADOR TOON SAID 'THE 
FIRST REACTION OF THE PRESS TO MY PUBLIC STATEMENTS WAS 
MUCH TOO ROUGH, AS THOUGH I WAS EXPRESSING MY PERSONAL VIEWS.' 
HE EMPHASIZED THAT: 'WHAT I SAID ON THAT OCCASION HAD 
RECEIVED WASHINGTON'S FULL APPROVAL. IN FACT, IT WAS 
WASHINGTON, AND NOT AMBASSADOR TOON, THAT HAD BEEN SPEAKING 
TO YOU.' AMBASSADOR TOON BELIEVES THAT THE ISRAELI PRESS 
SHOULD DEMONSTRATE MORE RESPONSIBILITY, SINCE, DUE TO THE 
FACT THAT THE PRESS HAD REACTED IN A BIASED MANNER ON THAT 
OCCASION, THE PUBLIC FAILED TO GRASP U.S. NEW STAND, AND IT 

IS MOST IMPORTANT FOR THE ISRAEL PUBLIC TO UNDERSTAND U.S. 
POSITION, ALTHOUGH IT DOES NOT AFFECT ITS COMMITMENTS TO 
UNCLASSIFIED

9. " 'WE DON'T SEE EYE TO EYE (WITH ISRAEL) ON EVERY 

SUBJECT.. .WE MUST BE MATURE ENOUGH TO BE ABLE TO DISCUSS OUR 
DISAGREEMENTS, AND BY REACHING MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING WE MAY 
FORM A BASIS FOR COOPERATION,’ SAID AMBASSADOR TOON." END TEXT. 

10. PRESS ATTACHE VOGEL WAS PRESENT AND TOOK NOTES DURING 
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INTERVIEW. MUCH OF CONVERSATION DEALT WITH TOONS’ HOME LIFE, 
BUT PORTIONS RELEVANT TO THE DEUTSCHKRON NEWS ITEM ARE 
CARRIED BELOW FROM HIS NOTES: 

11. DEUTSCHKRON: "CAN YOU UNDERSTAND THE ISRAELIS?” 

12. AMBASSADOR: "PROBABLY NOT; PROBABLY NO ONE CAN UNLESS 
HE HAS EXPERIENCED YOUR HISTORY." THE AMBASSADOR SAID THAT 
HE FELT HE DID HAVE A GOOD UNDERSTANDING OF PEOPLE HERE. 

BUT THAT WITHOUT LIVING THROUGH THEIR TURBULENT HISTORY 
NO ONE COULD HAVE A TRUE APPRECIATION. HE SAID THAT HE 
COULD UNDERSTAND THEIR PACE, THEIR INTENSITY, THEIR INTEREST 
IN POLITICS BECAUSE OF THE SITUATION IN WHICH THEY LIVED. 

13. THE AMBASSADOR SAID: 'IT IS EQUALLY IMPORTANT THAT YOU 
TRY TO UNDERSTAND US. AND FRANKLY I FEEL THAT WE SOMETIMES 
MAKE MORE OF AN EFFORT TO UNDERSTAND YOU THAN YOU DO TO 
UNDERSTAND US.'... 

14. DEUTSCHKRON ASKED QUESTIONS ABOUT WORLD 
PEACE AND THE MIDDLE EAST. 

15. THE AMBASSADOR REPLIED THAT HE FELT PEACE WAS A LONG 
WAY OFF IN THIS AREA, BUT THAT CONTINUED EFFORTS TOWARD 
PEACE MUST BE MADE. HE TOLD OF HIS DESIRE TO HELP IN THE 
SEARCH FOR PEACE. "SOMETIMES," HE SAID, "I SOUND TOUGH IN MY 
SPEAKING, BUT I DON'T THINK WE MAKE MUCH PROGRESS BY JUST 
SPEAKING IN GENERALITIES." 

16. THE AMBASSADOR SAID THAT HE FELT AMERICANS AND ISRAELIS 
SHOULD BE ABLE TO SIT AND TALK TOGETHER FRANKLY WITHOUT 
AROUSING TEMPERS. HE TALKED OF PRESS MISUNDERSTANDING WHEN 
HE FIRST CAME TO ISRAEL. "I WAS TALKING BECAUSE I FELT IT 
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WAS TIME FOR SOMEONE FROM WASHINGTON TO SPEAK FRANKLY... BUT 
I WAS OPERATING WITHIN A RECOGNIZED FRAMEWORK. ALL 
AMBASSADORS DO THIS.” 

17. THE AMBASSADOR ASKED IF DEUTSCHKRON AND THE MAARIV 
PHOTOGRAPHER FELT THAT PEOPLE NOW UNDERSTAND HIM BETTER SINCE 
HE HAD BEEN HERE LONGER. THE PHOTOGRAPHER SAID THAT HE 

FELT THE PRESS DID SO, BUT THAT HE DOUBTED THAT PEOPLE IN 
GENERAL COULD YET ACCEPT SUCH PLAIN SPEAKING. 

18. THE PHOTOGRAPHER ASKED IF THE AMBASSADOR FELT THERE 
WAS A CHANGE IN THE ATTITUDE OF THE AMERICAN PEOPLE, MIGHT 
THERE BE APOSSIBILITY THAT THE AMERICANS WOULD ONE DAY DROP 
THE ISRAELIS, JUST "AS THE FRENCH DID SUDDENLY IN 1967.” 
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19. THE AMBASSADOR SAID THAT HE DID NOT FEEL SUCH A COMPLETE 
AND SUDDEN CHANGE WAS POSSIBLE IN AMERICA. HE DID SAY THAT 
HE FELT THERE WAS A CHANGE IN AMERICAN ATTITUDE TOWARD 
FOREIGN AID IN GENERAL, AND THAT AT SOME POINT SOME OF THIS 
ATTITUDE CHANGE MIGHT AFFECT ISRAEL. "WE ARE GOING TO BE 
MUCH MORE CAREFUL ABOUT OUR INVOLVEMENT IN FOREIGN AID... 
THIS IS NOT DIRECTED TOWRARD ISRAEL IN PARTICULAR." THE 
AMBASSADOR SAID THAT HE HAD SPOKEN OUT BECAUSE HE FELT 
ISRAELIS SHOULD RECOGNIZE THESE BASIC FEELINGS IN THE 
AMERICAN PUBLIC, BUT THAT HE COULD NOT SEE THESE FEELINGS 
UPSETTING BASIC ISRAELI- AMERICAN RELATIONSHIPS. THE 
AMBASSADOR SAID THAT HE DID FEEL THAT THE ISRAELIS HAD NO 
RIGHT TO ATTEMPT TO INTERFERE IN DOMESTIC POLITICS WITHIN 
THE UNITED STATES... 

20. DEUTSCHKRON AND THE PHOTOGRAPHER ASKED QUESTIONS ABOUT 
PROPOSED ARMS AID TO EGYPT. 

21. THE AMBASSADOR REPLIED THAT HE THOUGHT OF SADAT AS A 
MODERATE, AND THAT THE ISRAELIS SHOULD RECOGNIZE THAT AS A 
MODERATE SADAT COULD BE A MODERATING INFLUENCE IN THE 
MIDDLE EAST. HE SAID THAT ISRAELIS SHOULD REALIZE THAT 
SADAT WOULD NEED HELP FROM THE UNITED STATES AND UNDER- 
STANDING FROM ISRAEL. "ONE WAY OF SEEING THAT SADAT REMAINS 
IN POWER IS TO GIVE SADAT SOME WEAPONS WHICH HE NEEDS SINCE 
HE BROKE WITH THE SOVIETS." THE AMBASSADOR EXPLAINED THAT

IT WAS NATURAL THAT THE GYPTIAN MILITARY WOULD BECOME 
RESTLESS WITH THE CUTOFF OF THEIR SUPPLIES FROM THE RUSSIANS, 
AND THEY WOULD DEMAND TO SEE SOME RESULTS FROM THE NEW 
CLOSENESS WITH THE AMERICANS. "WE HAVE MADE IT CLEAR THAT 
THIS IS GOING TO BE A MODEST PROGRAM," THE AMBASSADOR SAID, 
AND ISRAELIS SHOULD RECOGNIZE THAT THIS PROGRAM IS IN THE 
INTEREST OF ISRAELIS. THE AMBASSADOR ADDED: "ANY ACTION 
TAKEN BY THE UNITED STATES WOULD BE ENTIRELY CONSISTENT 
WITH THE DEMANDS OF ISRAELI SECURITY."
